As apiece of 
machinery it is infinitely superior to 
the ‘typewritia Americana’. The 
latter very seldom has more than 40

characters, and the Hobun nearly 
four thousand.

‘weather is a little damp, or the cutting can be done early, in the 
morning or late in the evening, there will ndt be so much waste.
